Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-3 and 5-7 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1-3 and 5-7 are allowed since there is no prior art of record that teaches 
or suggests a transflective liquid crystal display device comprising a relationship of 
various elements as claimed with the specific allowable subject matter cited in the 
following claims: 

Claim 1: 

• a liquid crystalline cell having transmissive portions for selectively passing light 
generated by a backlight, and reflective portions for selectively reflecting ambient 
light, said transmissive portions provided with a first cell sap and said reflective portions 
provided with a second cell sap 
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• an optical retarder at the viewer side of said liquid crystalline cell, a thickness of 
said optical retarder being such as to compensate a difference between the first cell sap 
and the second cell sap 

• a color filter having a different thickness for the reflective portions and the transmissive 
portions of the cell, wherein the thickness of the optical retarder is such as to 
compensate both a difference between the first cell gap and the second cell sap, and said 
different thickness of said color filter 

Claim 2: 

• a liquid crystalline cell having transmissive portions for selectively passing light 
generated by a backlight, and reflective portions for selectively reflecting ambient 
light, said transmissive portions provided with a first cell gap and said reflective portions 
provided with a second cell gap 

• a color filter havins a different thickness for the reflective portions and the transmissive 
portions of the cell 

• a patterned optical retarder at the viewer side of said liquid crystalline cell and on top of 
said color filter, wherein the thickness o f the optical retarder is such as to compensate 
both a difference between the first cell gap and the second cell gap, and said different 
thickness of said color filter 

Claims 3 and 5-7 are allowed since they depend on the allowed claim 1 . 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 
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Ozawa et al (US 2004/0004681) disclose a transflective liquid crystal 
display (LCD) comprising an inner retarder formed in a reflective region; wherein 
the inner retarder also formed under a protective layer, which controlled the liquid 
crystal layer thicknesses in a transmissive region and the reflective region. 

Tetsuo et al (EP 1109053A2) disclose a transflective LCD comprising a 
transparent layer formed in a color filter region, which only corresponded to a 
reflective region of the transflective LCD.
